An act to adjust the boundary of the Natchez Trace 

Parkway, Mississippi, and for other purposes 

As cleared by the Congress on October 31, 2000

S. 2020 would allow the city of Natchez, Mississippi, to lease land within the boundaries of
the Natchez Trace Parkway.  The Department of the Interior (DOI) and the city of Natchez
have not agreed on the terms of a possible lease for a portion to the parkway, but DOI
expects that it would charge only a nominal amount.  Any money collected from a lease
would be recorded as offsetting receipts (a credit against direct spending).  Because S. 2020
would affect direct spending, pay-as-you-go procedures would apply; but based on
information from DOI, CBO expects that any receipts collected under the bill would be less
than $5,000 annually.
